VV.R. Morns has been investigating 
the John F. Kennedy murder for a 
decade. He has interviewed more than 
1,006 persons in connection with Ken- 
nedy N death probe, 

Morris has a contract with Mrs. 
Marguerite Oswald, Lee Harvey Os- 
wald's mother, to write a book. He is 
presently working on a full length book 
regarding Oswald’s role In the assassi- 
nation of President Kennedy. 

Morris is the author of “The Twelfth 
Of August/’ a biography of Buford 
Posse r, the real-life hero of the “ Walk- 
ing Tall* movie. 

He has been in contact for a long time 
with two former agents of the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. One of the 
agents. Harry Dean of California, has 
agreed to permit Morris to use his 
name. The other agent has asked that 
his name not be used. Both agents have 
provided Morris with first-hand infor- 
mation about the plot to kill John Ken- 
nedy, 

W.R. Morris has traveled ail over the 
United States gathering information 
about the Kennedy assassination. He 
spent several weeks in New Orleans 
with former District Attorney Jim Gar- 
rison. 

Morris has had his life threatened 
various times. He has received tele- 
phone calls advising him to stop 
” meddling'' in the Kennedy case. 

Only recently , a stranger walked into 
Morris T office near Loretta* Tennessee 
and asked the secretary if the author 
was in. When the secretary said he was 
out of town, the man handed her a copy 
of a national publication which had a 
photograph of Morris in it, then walked 
out of the office. In black ink. a cross- 
hair of a rifle scope had been drawn 
across Morris’ picture. 

Morris and former agent Dean were 
flown to New York by NBC and inter- 
viewed by Tom Sny der for the * ‘Tomor- 
row” show. NBC officials. however, 
were afraid to air it. 

W.R. Morris was born in Reagan, 
Tennessee, a small community in West 
Tennessee. He spent most of his adult 
years as an Investigative reporter for 
various Southern newspapers. 

He now makes his home in Loretto, 
Tennessee.

John Fitzgerald Kennedy has nut died 
Daub? will not let him. After more than 
twelve years, doubt still intrudes at his 
grave and continues to haunt history. 

Countless Americans doubt the War- 
ren Commission's account of the assassi- 
nation. Doubt that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was the lone gunman. Doubt that there 
was no conspiracy. 

There is no doubt, however, in the 
mind of one critic who has an impressive 
set of credentials to back hh die-hard be- 
lief that John- jf% Kennedy met death at the 
hands of conspirators. 

Harry Dean, a former United States 
government agent, contends that it was 
the workings of a conspiracy hatched by 
two prominent Americans which 
triggered the fatal bullets in Dallas on 
November 22, i%3. Dean also contends 
that Lee Harvey Oswald was a Federal 
agent and did not take part in the presi- 
dential slaying. 

Dean, who is an ex -employee of the 
Central Intelligence Agency and the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, says he has 
tape recordings and other documents to 
substantiate evidence that a congressman 
and a former army general masterminded 
the ambush of John Kennedy. 

i know for a fact that a congressman 
and a general engineered the death of 
President Kennedy/' Dean said as his 
steel blue eyes reflected deep emotion. 
“They claimed they hud to do away with 
Mr Kennedy for the sake of God and 
country. 

T sincerely hope that I will be chal- 
lenged on the evidence l have . . ? hen we 

can lay all the cards on the table. 1 Dean 
added. 

T attended many meetings of the John 
Birch* Society prior to the assassination 
and heard details of the Kennedy kill plan 
being aired by both the congressman and 
general/' Dean said. 

These discussions about the assassi- 
nation of Mr . Kennedy were held after the 
Society’s regular meeting. Only those 
who had been hand-picked by the con- 
gressman were allowed to attend. Most of 
the regular members didn’t know about 
the plans to kill the president, f had con- 
vinced the congressman and his cohorts 
that 1 was a Kennedy hater/' Dean said. 

Harry Dean said that the congressman 
was the chief architect of the JFK murder 
plan and. with other right-wingers, fi- 
nanced it. He said the general recruited 
and trained the hired guns. 

*'i was with a man in September 1963 
when he picked up $10,000 in cash from 
the congressman at his home. The money 
was taken to Mexico City to help finance 
the murder of President Kennedy.” Dean 
said. 

“The assassination planning team op- 
erated out of Mexico City for several 
weeks before the president was slain in 
Dallas. 1 attended many of these meetings 
and learned a lot of inside information 
about the Kennedy kill plan/* Dean said

"The plotters had hoped that Oswald 
W'uuiii he killed during ins capture When 
Oswald wav taken into custody alive, 
they immediately put the wheels mu> mo- 
tion tor Jack Ruby to murder him. 

' Ruby was a member of the conspiracy 
team . he was in a perfect position to 
carry out the murder of Oswald. Ruby 
hobnobbed with several high officials of 
the Dallas Police Department, and with 
his inside connections, was able to get 
through the so-called tight security and 
kill agent Oswald,*’ Dean said, 

Harry Dean surmised that many per- 
wars wail ask why he has w aited so long to 
reveal the facts about the Kennedy assas- 
sination. 

‘ i have remained behind the scenes for 
more than twel ve years lor the sake of my 
family My wife has begged me to forget 
the whole thing. 

'The trouble is l cannot forget »r ft has 
been eating on me day and night like a 
deadly cancer. I can't keep living with his 
humble burden. This is the reason 1 have 
to talk/* Dean said. 

The ex-agent also fears for the personal 
safety of both himself and his family. 

Tf they will murder the president of 
the United States, they will certainly 
murder some othgr person who stands in 
their way I would be a liar if 1 said I 
wasn t afraid. However. I have some in- 
surance. If they kill me, the evidence I 
have will immediately be turned over to 
the proper authorities. I have seen to 
this/’ Dean said. 

Last year, when Dean was in New 
York, his hotel room was entered and 
searched by a man who closely resembled 
i he former agent The stranger went to the 
desk clerk in the Sheraton Hotel and 
asked tor the key to Room 1465. 

The clerk asked the stranger’s name 

Falun' . he answered . 

"Yes. Thai s right. You re in Room 
1465. the clerk replied, handing the man 
the key. 



Harry Dean was registered in Room 
1465 under the name "Dean Fatal/’ an 
alias he had used on many intelligence 
missions as a U.S. government agent. 
When Dean returned to the hotel, he 


found that his room had been searched 
and that a suit of clothing was missing 
Fortunately, he had taken with hint letters 
and documents concerning the Kennedy 
murder. 

The incident shook Dean, and he sat in 
the hotel lobby all night, rAfraid to go to 
bed. 

Hotel security police, after learning 
who Harry Dean was, said they were 
convinced the me idem was not a routine 
burglary and that the suit was stolen as a 
cover for searching the room. 

Harry Dean said the recent articles 
about Fidel Castro masterminding John 
Kennedy's death was as phony as the 
Warren Commission's claim that Lee 
Harvey Oswald pulled the trigger that 
snuffed out the president's life. 

"There is a move on now by several 
government officials in Washington lo 
destroy Castro. This is why they are 
claiming that Castro was behind the John 
Kennedy murder. This is totally false,” 
Dean said. 

"lam well acquainted with Fidel Cas- 
tro. He deserved to be cut down and 
ousted from power. However, a lot of 
innocent people m Cuba will be hurt by 
our harrassment of that country's wel- 
fare. 

"Also, when Castro realizes that he is 
being framed by American officials, he 
will retaliate by having buildings and 


other property in the United States 
bombed by underground terrorists. I 
know how he operates. He is a ruthless 
man. 

"As a result of ail this, a lot of innocent 
people, both in Cuba and the United 
States, will be killed/ Bean added. 

Dean contended that one government 
committee that investigated the Kennedy 
assassination claimed that ail leads fo- 
cused on the Soviet Union and Oswald's 
connections there . 

’Now. members of the recent 
Washington committee say that all the 
leads point to Cuba and Fidel Castro. This 
is pure political propaganda," Dean said. 

In the meantime, Dean added, the 
smoke screen created by the propaganda 
is hiding the real Kennedy slayers from 
justice. 

"1 wish that the congressman ami the 
general had enough nerve to confront me 
in court. If this ever happens, the John 
Kennedy murder will be solved." Dean 
promised. "Just get me into the court- 
room/*
